1ST TRANS-ATLANTIC 
AIR FLIGHT , 
10th ANNIVERSARY 


The first Trans-Atlantic flight was 
successfully accomplished by two Brit- 
ish aviators, Captain John Alcock D, 
S.C., pilot, and Lieutenant Arthur 
Whitten Brown, navigator, the ma- 
chine used was a Vickers Vimy Rolls 
Royce twin engine, 

It was a marvellous flight and 
greater glory attaches to it because it 
was made under bad weather condi- 
tions; indeed fog so obscured vision 
at times that the machine ‘was dis- 
covered to be flying upside dowm and 
once only fifty feet from the water. 

The project of the Atlantic flight 
was originated by the late Viscount 
Northcliffe in the London Daily Mail 
in April, 1913, and suspended during 
the war, 

Captain Alcock and Lieutenant 
Brown left St. John’s Newfoundland, 
at 5:15 p.m. Saturday, June 14th, 1919, 
and landed near Clifden, Galway, Ire. 
land, at 9:40 the next morning—flight 
of 1880 miles, taking only fifteen hours 


and fifty-seven minutes—a truly, mar-' 


vellous flight, which won for the vic- 
tors a prize of 10,000 pounds, 

Both Captain Alcock and Lieuten. 
ant Brown were knighted by His 
Majesty the King in 1919. Sir John 
Alcock crashed during a flight about 
a year later and was killed.

Has No Microbes 

Science has its fairy tales, among 
the most remarkable coming to us 
from the geological laboratory at 
Leningrad, with Dr. A, F, Kazansky 
lesponsible for it. That source may 
discredit it in some minds, but is ac- 
corded recognition on this continent. 
According to this story, the north: | 
ern island of Novaya Zemiya, in the 
Arctic circle, is absolutely germless. 
Tests made by Dr. Kazansky of air, 
earth, water and dust failed to find 
trace of a single microbe. Even the 
wild game which the guns of his 
party brought down was wholly free | 
from germs. 

Cunning methods were devised in 
order to lure some vagrant microbe 
and colonize it. But, despite every 
effort known to scientists for the en- 
couragement of germs, not a colony 
could be raised. Thus a dish of agar- 
agar jelly was exposed outdoors for | 
hours, then placed in an incubator)

No regular stage route was 
established, Mail came once a week. 
There was no bank, no post office, no 
lawyer, one doctor, one church, one 
little newspaper, one policeman and 
about 20 buildings in Winnipeg. The 
only currency in existence was Hud- 
son's Bay Company's notes. 

In 1873, Winnipeg (capital of the 
keystone province of the Confedera- 
tion), was incorporated as a_ city 
with a population of 1 800. 

Amid these scenes and activities, 
J. H. Chambers, in partnership with 
W. H. Paulin, hardy pioneers, im- 
hued with spirit and faith of the Sel- 
kirk settlers, started, in 1876, West- 
ern Canada's first biscuit factory 
for Western Canada, the great land 
of promise, was at last on the road 
to progress, 

It was in this same year (1876), 
that the first town directory was 
published, when the second Mayor of 
Winnipeg, William Nassau Kennedy, 
was in office. Two thousand and fifty 
buffalo robes were shipped out of 
Winnipeg in this year, 

The opening of the Paulin Cham- 
bers’ factory preceded by one year 
the first shipment of Manitoba wheat 
direct to Europe (shipped to Scot- 
land). Sixteen years later (1892),

was then part of the Hudson's Bay} 
Company's reserve. Here they held 
their dog feasts and other ceremon- | 
ies, and the sound of the drum could 
be heard all through the summer 
nights. Close by was an_ Indian’ 
graveyard, the graves covered with 
a small tent-like erection of birch 
bark. | 

The »nnual buffalo hunt was then 
at its zenith, Each spring in prepara- 
tion for this great event the hunters 
gathered in a tent at Spencer's 
Creek, near the present Spencer 
Street. It is stated that the buffalo 
hunt gave employment to about 1,000 
men, using 1,200 Red River carts. 

In the year 1880-—just a few years 
before the first carload of wheat was 
shipped over the C.P.R. from West- 
ern wheat fields- a new site for the 
Paulin Chambers’ factory was se- 
cured on Ross Avenue and a frame 
building erected. 

The next 18 years saw a marvel- 
lous change.in the growth of the 
West. The C.P.R. was opened in 
1886, and from then on the prairie 
became a‘fertile plain, growing mag- 
nificent crops of grain.

Errors Committed Insignificant 

Compared With Countless Op- 
portunities For Making 
Them; Comical Results 


Produced by human hands news- 
papers are not, free from errors, 
There are, however, comparatively 
few mistakes in the (publishing of 
the modern journal. When one co- 
siders the fact that there are over 
28,000 chances of an error on a single 
page of the average newspaper 
he will recognize the fact that errors 
in spelling, wrong pronounciation 
and misplaged headings are natural. 
Where are the more than 28,000 
chances of making a mistake on a 
single newspaper page? 
In addition to the usual reading mat- 
ter in the news stories there are 
pictures, cartoons and headlines, 
Consider in addition the fact that 
every story before it reaches the press 
goes through the hands of seven per- 


sons: the reporter, the editor, the 
foreman of the composing room, the 
typsetters, the galleyboy, the proof 
reader, and the corrector of the proofs. 

The many operations through, which 
the reading matter goes therefore 
makes it evident that the modern 
newspaper after all has not a bad re- 
cord in its efforts to publish a read- 
able paper. 

Errors do occur from time to time. 
There is probably not a publication 
in the world in which some little tech- 
nical error may not be found, The 
fact is that errors will always occur 
but the modern newspaper despite the 
tens of thousands of chances of error 
has reduced them to the lowest pos- 
sible minimum. Trifling mistakes 
probably are best ignored. When the 
victims are newspaper men they are 
silent and quietly put up with the un- 
fortunate incident. 

However the great rank and file 
of the public who may be the vic- 
tims are naturally not so easily paci- 
fied when a mistake occurs. 

Mistpkes found in the average news- 
papers sometimes may have no part- 
icular significance or may be harm- 
less, Other times they may be more 
serious and cause unplesantness for 
the editor, reporter, and one or more 
readers, Often they are humorous. 
The change in one single letter may 
make a big difference. For example. 
“The meeting was hell under the chair- 
manship of John W. G. Gordon”; “As 
the train pulled out a high wind came 
up suddenly carrying off the prin- 
ce#’ pretty cat from her head”; “pa-

that of the “greatest of all events in the political development of mod sn 
ficedom.” 

Nearly 700 years after the signing of the Great Charter of Liberty, a 
movement which had its inception in the United States gave birth to the 
International Magna Charta Day Association, with headquirters at St. 
Paul, Minn, The main objective of this organization is to have June 15 of 
each year observed as “Magna Charta Day,” or “Inter-Dependence Day,” 
in all the English-speaking nations of the world. 

Observance of the day and of the charter which is the common 
heritage of these English-speaking nations is urged by the Association as 
an expression of the recognition of the common tie that binds these nations 
and the common debt they owe to those responsible for, the Great Charter 
Which is the foundation of modern ideals of liberty. The Association urges 
observance of the day also as a means of cementing the friendship and 
Premoting mutual understanding between these nations which, speaking the 
fame language, and having the same ideals, are acknowledged to be the 
Greatest forces extant for permanent world peace. Magna Charta provides 
that basis of unity which these nations can commemorate, Its signing was 
&n epoch-making incident in their common history concerning which no 
Clash of opinion is possible. One American commentator says: “The yearly 
observance of Magna Charta Day not only helps to keep vibrant this Anglo- 
Saxon International Good Will but it serves to set out in sharp relief a 
Wholesome example to the wide world.” 


The alternative title, “Inter-Dependence Day” itself is an acknowledg- 
ment that American ideals of freedom have the same fundamental basis as 
those of the British Nations, including Canada, and it is interesting to note 
that since the Asscciation first was organized, the Day is observed annually 
in the United States, Canada, Newfoundland, the British Isles, Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa, That is, the nations which trace their 
laws back to the historic document forced upon King John by the Barons of 
England, join in remembrance of the freedom it has conferred upon all. 
Says J. W. Hamilton, Founder-Secretary of the Association; ‘More and 
more it has become the Inter-Dependence Day of the English-speaking 
countries, as men have come to understand the Inter-racial kindness its 
recognition indicates. 

“The thought is American-born, a gesture of deference to the acknow- 
ledged fount of freedom, and a tender of goodwill to other English-speaking 
lands of the earth.” 

The Day is not observed as a legal holiday, but as one of rememe 
brance. Teachers in the public schools, wherever the Day is observed, 
emphasize the significance of Magna Charta to their pupils, and explain its 
Bignificance in the lives of all residents of English-speaking countries, In 
many places, too, it is supplemented by setting aside the nearest Sunday to 

ne 15, as “Magna Charta Sunday” on which by pulpit reference or 
wunday School lesson the goodwill which is the central feature of the 
Observance of the Day is given prominence. It might as well be the basis of 
@ valuable lesson in British ideals for the cosmopolitan people of Canada— 
and for that reason it is interesting to note that Canada as a nation has 
endorsed the idea of Magna Charta Day. 

Briefly stated, Magna Charta established trial by jury, restrained the 
Crown from using harsh and arbitrary methods of raising money, virtually 
placed control of taxation in the hands of the people, gave protection to 
minors and widows, established uniform weights and measures, limited fines 
fnd protected merchants, established the law of evidence, and, generally, 
assured the rights and freedom of the subject. These are the most 
important features of that charter which occupies so conspicuous a place 
in history and which established the supremacy of the law of England as 
the controlling power over the people. 

The 39th article of the charter which is the basis of jury trial, declares 
“no man shall be taken, or imprisoned, or outlawed, or banished except by 
the lawful judgment of his peers.” Another short article is significant of 
the desire for justice for all, In it, the King declared: To no one will we 
sell, to no one will we refuse or delay, right or justice.” |

REACHED ON 
REPARATIONS 


2aris.--The German experts and | 
their creditors came to an agree-) 
ment on revised reparation annuities 
as proposed by Chatrman Owen Dd. 
Young. 

These annuities average 2,050,000,-| 
000 gold marks (about $492,000,000) ¢ 
for thirty-seven years; 1,700,600,000 
marks ($408,000,00) for twenty-one 
years, and 900,000,000 marks (216,-! 


Under the agreement as conclud-! 


ed, these annuities will run from 
September next, instead of from 
April 1 last, as originally qalculated. 
The Dawes plan of payments will 
meanwhile continue in force, 

The situation was explained by, 
Thos. W. Lamont, United States 
representative, as follow 

“Both creditor and German ex- 


perts have heretofore declared them-— 
selves willing to accept the annuity 
figure of 2,500,000,000 marks as sug- 
gested by the chairman, although a 
difference existed on the question of 
interpretation, 

“This difference has now been re- 
moved and a common basis for ine 
terpretation acceptable to both the 
creditors and to Germany has been 
found, subject, however, to ugree- 
ment on the outstanding conditions 
which still remain for discussion and 
settlement.” 

It was further explained — this 
agreement was no one's victory, for 
both Germans and creditors give 
way to make it poss‘ble. 

The general opinion of the experts 
was that a most important step had 
been tuken toward final elimination 
of the Great War. There was no 
disposition to ery yietory because 
there remained a number of knotty 
points among German conditions and 
allied reservations, any one of which 
if not satisfactorily disposed of 
might make final agreement impossi- 
ble.

Explanations and Comments 


Jeremiah's Test Of the Rechabites, 
verses 1-5,—‘‘Among the people who 
crawled into Jerusalem to escape the 
dreaded Nebuchadnezzar, was a 
tribe that excited much curiosity be- 
cause of its strange manners. ‘The 
sheik'’s name was Jaasaniah--he 
whom Jehovah hears, They refused 
to shelter in the houses or perma- 
nent buildings, but pitched their 
dusky tents in an open space within 
the city walls, Their record was 
honorable, and reached far back into 
the early days of Hebrew _ history. 
From the wilderness murely of the 
Fixodus the Kenites kept up friendly 
relations with Israel during the in- 
tervening centuries, and it was ot 
them that the Rechabites had sprung 
(Judges 4.17-24; 1 Sam. 15.6; .1 
Chron, 2.55.) About the time of 
Elijah, and perhaps through his in- 
fluence, the leader of one branch ot 
the tribe was Jonabad, the son of 
Tkechab, He was dismayed at the 
abounding corruption of the  North- 
ern Kingdom, then under the fatal 
spell of Jezebel and Ahab. In his en- 
deayor to save his people from such 
a fate, this man, afterwards Jehu's 
confederate in the extirpation of 
idolatry, bound his people under a 
solemn pledge to drink no wine for 
ever; and not to build houses, to seed, 
or plant vineyards, but to dwell in 
tents." F, B. Meyer. : 

These Rechabites and their stanch 
adherence to the principles laid down 
by their ancestor, afforded Jeremiah 
an excellent opportunity for an ob- 
ject lesson. Accordingly, he led them 
into one of the rooms ranged around 
the temple courts and bowls full ot 
wine set before them, using the large 
vessels from which the wine was 
usually poured into cups. “Drink ye,
